THE MOBMON PROBLEM, 


It is not creditable that the Utah 
prosecutions for polygam have thus far 
been conducted under a Territoris! law 
framed by the Mormons themeelves, 
and almed by them at conduct which 
they regarded as criminal, Their in- 
terpretation of the law for years has 
been that it simply shielded warriage 
as they define m¥rriage, It is hardly 
fair to turn their own enactments 
againts themselves as the means of ex- 
pressing the national judgment against 
them, The United States ought, if it 
attempt anything in the case, to make 
impossible such questions as those with 
which rmon legislators met 
Governor Woods’ veto, i. e, “If it 
[polygamy] is conbrary to the Constitu- 
tion or laws of the United States, why 
do not the Federa! judges prosecute us 
under United States laws?” The 
query is very pertinent and forcible. 


The prosecution ought to be under the 
United Rtates laws if carried on 
by~United States officials, snd if the 
existing United States laws or courts 
are defective the fautt should be reme- 
died. Vast and growing interest are at 
stake in the settlements between the 
Rooky Mountains and the Paolfic— 
interests industrial, material, financial, 
involving the security and thrift of the 
whole country lying between the Mis- 
siestppt and the Pacific, ss well as also 
a moral question of vital moment. 
There should, therefore, be both s 
peaceful and a healthful solution of 
the vexed Mormon problem, and this 


and expediency forbid that punish- 
mont should be inflicted for acta passed 
and tacitly acquiesced in,many of them 
for decades, or that innoceat oflepring 
should be made to suffer for these 
acta. Gi * * * * 

Tho use of a Territorial Jaw of Mor- 
mon origin can but inspire a sense of 
unfairness and injustice, and such an 
argument as ia implied in the question 
above quoted. The Mormons hold that 
they are sbielded by the constitutional 
guarantee of religious freedom, and the 
shortest way to show them they are not 
is to allow the matter to be carried to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
This will bea just concession to their 
sense of ‘fair play,” and will close a 
controversy that otherwise they never 
will own, and cannot be expected to 
own, tobe decided against them. Brig- 
ham and his coadjutors often and em- 
phatically declare themselves confident 
that in the national Bupreme Court 
their cause would be invincible. As 
long as they can say this they can com- 
mand their followers to any extent. If 
they are correct in this, let it be known. 
The resort of the prosecution to a legal 
form that leaves them no right of ap- 
peal is easily interpreted into a eonfes- 
sion that they are correct, and is calcu- 
lated only to incense and antagonize 
them indefinitely. 

A few decades more will work an 
amazing change in these United States. 
The temper cherished towards the gov- 
ernment by the.multitudes of and be- 
yond the plains may determine the per- 
manency of the Union. The true course 
is no cold or indifferent or constructive- 
ly hostile one, but a policy marked by 
quick generosity, scrupulous integrity, 
anda fraternal sympathy. The mill- 
ions over the continent should from 
infancy grow up to feel that the nation- 
al government is their discriminating 
friend, and is regardful as well of the 
rightaand interests of feeble communi- 
ties, from which it has nothing imme- 
dia ely to fear, as of those that are really 
formidable, Communities that to-day 
may be alienated with impunity, may 
in time be found, through geographical 
position, numbers and wealth, to be 
the strong security or the profound peril 
of the Republic.—Afissouri Democrat.

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POLYGAMOUS MARRIAGES 
IN UTAH. 


{House of Representatives, Wash- 
ington, D. C., Baturday February 173 


Mr. BLAIR, of Missouri. Mr, Speake 
er, the bill introduced by me upon the 
subject of polygamy fu Utah 38 in the

Brc, 2 That all prosecutions now pending in 
any of the coprisef said Territory on account 
of Buch polygamona marriages be, and thesame 
are hereby, dismissed, and the Jurisdiction of 
paid courta over such cases Ia hereby with- 
drawn; and tt is hereby made the duty of such 
courts to dismiss ali such prosecations which 
have or which hereafter may be tnatitated, by 
indictment or otherwise, in thelr courts, +r- 
spectively. 

Bro 3 That this act shell be in force from 
and after its passage. 


The Jegalization of polygamous mar- 
riages ia U tab,and the offepring of auch 
marriages, as will be seen, is the object 
of the bill. The subject is not on ny a 
perplexing one to solve, in consonmiice 
Mith the lawsof the land and the preju- 
dices of our people, but it is one of vast 
importance, not only to the citizens of 
the United Btates, but to those whom 
it more directly affecta. We must recog- 
nizo the marriages among the Mòrmon 
people as legaland in harmony with 
the principles of republican govern- 
ment, validate them, or else leave that 
people to be prosecuted, fined, and im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary of Utah. 
Not until recently have they been 
brought face to face with the danger 
that surrounds them, and tosee the 
doom that awaits them. A)lef them 
now see that the very foundation of 
society in Utah is about to be broken 
up, and the most serious consequences 
visited upon that people. As this diffi- 
culty grows out of a misunderstanding 
as to what conatituies marriage, I pro- 
pose to first treat of that institution, 

Marriage ia said by some to be a nat- 
ural contract, or a contractin the state 
ofnature; by others a clyil contract, and 
by others an ecclesiastical contract. For 
myself, I consider some of thosa®harac- 
teristics unmeaping and as creating a 
distinction without a difference. Under 
all those expreasions or Characteristics 
it ia butoneand thesamecontract. The 
distinction between marriage as an in- 
stitution or relation and the contract 
essential to entering into that instiiu- 
tion or relation is entirely lost sight of; 
as also the distinction between the con- 
tract of marriaye and the celebration or 
solemnization of the contract. They 
take the power that simply regulates 
the contract and the relation for the 
contract itself. Hence, „where it is re- 
gulated by the civil power, it is called a 
olyil contract; by the ecclesiastical pow- 
er, an ecclesiastical contract; and where 
neither of these exisf, a contract under 
the law of nature. 

Mr. Speaker, to suppose that marriage 
or the contract of marriage is the ‘crea- 
ture of either clvil or ecclesiastical law 
is to suppose that civil aud ecclesiasti- 
eal governments antedate marriage. 
The institution of marriage was ordains 
ed by Ged; and the Sone to enter 
into that institution or relation arosé 
necessarily in & state of nature, before 
civil or ecclesiastical law existed. No 
civil or ecclesiastical authority has the 
power to abolish marriage or the con- 
tract of marriage. To concede such 
power would but be to defest the pur- 
posesof Godin the crestion of man, 
All either can do is to regulate them. 
Where civil law isin the ascendancy, 
marriage and the contract of marriage 
are regulated by it; ‘if the ecclesiastical, 
by it, Ifthe civil power be sapreme it 
may confer the right to regulate it 
upon the church, and vice versa. 

Marriage being of divine origin, and 
the contract of marriage originating in 
astate of nature, we must goto the 
earliest and most ancient histories to 
learn what itis, Mr. Speaker, in a 
state of nature wa find it mofogamous 
and polygamous; under divine law we 
find it monogamous and polygamous. 
Upon almost every page of the old 
Bible we find polygamy written, Nat 
only zo, the Bible gives ps marriage in 
amore detestable form bya hundred 
fold than in Utah, Utah bas its poly- 
gamy; the Bible its polygamy and con- 
cublnage. By tradition, marriage in a 
atate of nature has been polygamous, 
and continues so to this dsy; by the 
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divine law we find it commencing with | law to be that when a whole nativn ia 


Lamech, thirty eight hundred and 
seventy-five years before Ohrist; and 
conceding, for the sake of the argument, 
that it ceased in the daya of the Apos- 
tles, it covered a apace of thirtyenine 
hundred and twenty-five years, by the 
express approval of God,’ 

Now, Mr, Speaker, Iam prepared to 
submit a proposition to Christians and 
students of moral Thiicophy “If it 
be true that moral principles never 
change, and that marriage is based on 
moral principie; and it be true that 
polygamous marriages exiated forthirty- 
nine hundred and twenty-five years, or 
a lesa. period, by the approval of God, ia 

olygamy morally right or wromg?” 

ut polygamy traces itself further down 
than that. While we have no express 
accountof itin the New Testament, it 
13 equally true that we have no express 

rohibition of it therein, In this opin- 
on IT am not only sustained by many 
divines, but by the author of the New 
American Encyclopedia. He says in 
volume thirteen, page 465, in speaking 
of polygamy, ‘‘There are no positive in~ 
ors ia the Bible against the prao- 

Mr. Speaker, between 1853 and 1865, 
only sixteen to nineteen years ago, A 
number of ministera of the gospel, sent 
as missionaries to India, and belonging 
to the Baptist, Congregational, Episco- 
pal, Methodist, an Presbyterian 
churches, assembled In Calcutta in con- 
vention and declared that polygamous 
marriages were not contrary to divine 
law. (D.O. Allen on India, page 601.) 

Now, then, in view of these facta, who. 
can dogmatically affirm that polygamy 
is cont to the law of God? And who, 
in view of these facte, can declare that 
marriage is the union of one man with 
only one woman in the holy estate of 
matrimony? IL ignore from this discus- 
sion polygamy as it principally existe 
in Thibet, 

Mr. Speaker, think not that‘my ram- 
ble throngh the Bible and sacred his- 
tory is almply to show polygamy not 
contrary to the law of God; far from it. 

My object is to elucidate the subject of 
marriage, and to throw these facts be- 
forethe minds of the members of this 
House that they may see that our law 
writers have not defined martiage at 
all; in other words that they have taken 
the “eontract’’ of marriage for “mar- 
risge’’ ifself, and havealso confounded 
the power that regulates the contract 
withthe contract itself, Crvil aud 
ecclesiastical Jaw regulates man, but 
does not create him.- Civil and ecclesa- 
jastical law regulates marriage and 
marriage contract, but creates neither, 
Marriage and the contract of marriage 
exist independent of either, 


Sir, our law writers upon marnage 
lay down the law to be that the ler 
loci contractus—the] law of the place 
where the contract is made—must de- 
termine the legality of the marriage; 
and this rule applies as well to nations 
where marriage is controled by the ec- 
Clesiastical and civil law as the law of 
nature, 

By this jastand reasonable rule this 
whole question might be settled, but 
for the exceptions made by some with 
reference to polygamy. Wheaton, 
however, in his Law of Nations, page 
181, in treating ofthis subject makes no 
exceptions, After stating the law to be 
that the lex foci contractus must govern, 
he gaye: 

*Tofinite confusion and mischtef would ène 
sue with respect to jegitimacy, succession, and 
ther personaland propriety rights, if the vale 
idity of the marriage contract was not deter- 
mined by the law ef the place where it was

That the exception does not obtain as 
to polygamy in the United States, see 
also 11 Alabama, 826; 5 Hunph., (Ten-

It then clearly appearing, from sacred 
and divine history, that marrriage is 
the union of one man with one or more 
women in the holy estate of matrimony, 
and taking the law to be as laid down 
by Wheaton and the Alabama, Ten- 
nesses, and Missouri cases cited, and 
that the lex loot contractus must govern, 
whether it be the law of nature, civii 
or ecclesiastical, we are bound to hold 
polygamous marriages amongthe Mor- 
mons at the date of our treaty with 


‘Mexico, and since valid, 


I now propose to notice the law of 
conquest, or acquisition, as governed 
by the law of nations. I lay down the 


congured, and ita territory ceded to the 
conqueror, the lawa of the conquered 
nation remain Intact, as well as its 
whole machinery of government, until 
they are changed, modified’ or abolished 
by the conqueror; and where a part of

Then, mr, whether the laws of Mexi- 
co expressly recognized polygamy, or 
whether they fgiled to prohibit it at the 
gate of the treaty, is immaterial, In 
either case, the law of uations govern- 
ing conquest or acquisition makes the 
polygamous martisges of the Mormons 
at the date of the treaty with the Unit- 
ed States legal and valid. To say that 
had the Mexican lawa expressly recog- 
nized polygamy at the date of the treaty 
we would have veen bound under the 
law of nations, to recognize the polyga- 
mous marriages of that people then ex- 
isting, and then to say that we are not 
bound to recognize them becauae the 
laws of Mexico did not expressly recoge 
nize them, is, in view of the fact that 
their polygamous marriages were 
known almoat over the world at the 
time, but denying justice upon the 
sheereat technicality, and of which any 
lawyer would be ashamed to avail him- 
self in the courta of our country. Shall 
the legislative and judicial departments 
of our Government do that which an 
honorable, high-minded practitioner at 
the bar would scorn to do? 

England, in dealing with her con- 
quered provinces in India and else- 
where, does not only sustain mein the 
general principle of the law of nations, 
but as with reference to ite speolal ap- 
plication to polygamy also. England 
at home is monogamous, while England 
abroad, as in India, ia polygamous, Sir, 
conceding the law of nations to be as I 
have stated, then, oulsideof and uncon- 
trolled by treaty stipulations this Gov- 
ernment had the power and right one 
year after the date of the treaty with 
Mexico to have prohibited futare poly- 
amous marriages among the Mormons. 

t failed to doit: but sequiesced in them 
until July 1, 1862, (and no Yonger, aa I 
will show,)snd now is taking adyan- 
tage of its own laches, of ita own crime 
inal negleot, to persecute or suffer that 
people to be persecuted and harassed, 

Mr. Speaker, ourmeglect to prohibit 
polygamy among that people for thir 
teen years amounts to a confirmation 
of it under the law of nutions. In the 
absence of civil law the law of nature 
acd ecclesiastical controle. Suppose 
that we were to cede that Territory tq 
Eagtand, and the Mormons should re- 
main on if, and we, having recognized 
polygamy for thirteen years, would 
not the law of nations compel England 
to recognize existing marriages as legal 
and valid? I assert most positively 
that it would, and have the example 
of England with her conquered and 
ceded provinces and the decisions of 
her courts already cited to sustain me, 
Shall England be more regardfal of the 
obligations imposed upor her by the 
law of nations and public polio than 
the United States, or shall England be 
more generous and indulgent to her 
polygamous citizens in India than the 
United States to her polygamous olti- 
zens in Utah? “ 

Bir, Ishall now proceed to another 
point in the line of my argument, The 
treaty to which I have referred, be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, 
was signed at Guadalupe Hidalgo, Feb- 
ruary 2, 1848, By the provisions of 
that treaty the Mexicans upon the 
ceded territory had one year from its 
date to elect fo continue citizens of 
Mexico; and in case of a failure to do 
so they then became citizens of the 
United States. As stated, the United 
States passed no Jaw interfering with 
polygamy until July 1, 1862; and that 
waa against bigamy simply, without 
defining it. 

Now, then, I wish to call the atten- 
tion of gentlemen upon this floor to 
two remarkable phenomena in the 
history and legal jurisprudence of our 
Government. 

Sir, what law controlled marriages 
in Utah from the date of #@ treaty up 
to one year thereafter, the time when 
the people became citizens of the 
United States Government? Was ít 
the law of Mexico or the United 


| States, or waaitthe law of nature or 


ecclesiastical ? 
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From one year after the date of the 
treaty up to July 1, 1862, did the ofvil 
law uf the United States, the ecolesi- 
astical, or the Jaw of nature control 
marriages in Utah ? 

When these questions are answered it 
seems to me that the minda of gentle- 
mon will net ee aes om donut as to 

e propriety o e present polioy pur- 
sued towards the Mormons, TAE 

From the date of the treaty to the 
expiration of one year thereafter they 
must be regarded as in a transition 
state, and without civil law. From 
one year after the date of the treaty to 
July 1, 1862, they must be regarded as 
without any law upon the subject of 
marriage other than thelr own ecclegi- 
astical law. 

If the eccleslastical law of the Mor- 
mons did not control marriages from 
the date of the treaty to the expiration 
of one year thereafter, then monogam- 
ous marriages during that period were 
invalid; as also from the expiration of 
the one year next after the treaty up to 
Jaly 1, 1862, and in fact.to the present 
day, for none but ecclesisstical marria- 
gee have heen celebrated among the 

ormons, 

If we have to trace monogamous mar« 
tiages during those periods to the ecole- 
siastical law for validity, why not poly- 
gamous? If the monogamous are not 
valid, then we should validate them, 
and if we validate them, why not while 
we are at it validate the polygamous? 

Bul, Mr. Speaker, if gentlemen, to 
escape ecclesiastioal marriages, prefer 
the law of nature, then I res 
referthem to the decisions of the au- 
preme courts of Alabama, Tennessee, 
and Missouri, declaring marriages 
among the Indiana, under the law of 
nature, valid, (11 Alabama, 826; 4 
Humph. (Tenneesee,) 13; 23 Missouri, 
661; 80 Missouri, 72 ) 

That the marriages under the law of 
nature among the Indians and others 
have been and are polygamous there 
can be no question; and that the tribes 
to which the Indians belonged involved 
in the decisions of the supreme courts 
of Alabama, Tennessee, and Missonri, 
allowed marriages, in their character 
polygamous, issustained by histery and 
the facts developed in those cases. 

The savages are a law unto them- 
selves, , The Mormons, as to marriage, 
have been a law unto themselves, Ifthe 
marriages under the law of nature a- 
mong the savages are regarded as legal 
and valid by our courts, why not treat 
the marriages under the law -of nature 
among the Mormona with like impar. 
tiality? Whether, then, regarded as 
marriages under the law of nature, or 
the ecclesiastical or law of conquest, or 
the lex loci contractus, they must be 
held to be legal and valid. 

Bat, sir, there ia another point In 
conmection with this eubject which I 
shallnow notice, and which, aside from 
every other consideration, in my opin- 
ion settles this whole matter forever. 

In section one, article nine, of our 
treaty with Mexico, we expressly stipa- 
lated that the people upon the ceded 
territory should be ‘protected in the 
free enjoyment of thetrliberty and pro- 
perty, and secured in the free exercise 
of their religion without reatrictlon.”’ 
an States Statutes-at-Large, page

The treaty saya that the Mormons 
shall be secure in the free exercise ef 
“their religion.” I emphasize the ox- 
pression ‘their religion;” and not only 
that, but that treaty saya that they shall 
be protected in the free exerclae there- 
of ‘without reatriotion.'! 

The question for us to determine at 
this polut is ‘what was the religion of 
the Mormons at the date of that treaty?!’ 
As applicable to religious denomina- 
tions Webster defines religion to be 
“any system of faith and worship; as 
the religion of the Turks, of Hin G08, 
of Christians; trae or false religion,’ 
The Mormon religion, at.the time of 
the treaty, was simply their system of 
faith and worship, What was that 
system, and by whom shall it be proven? 
Je there any other way to prove it than 
by the syatem itself as published to the 
world, and by the statements and the 
deolarations of its loading men 

Now, sir, iet us take theso, as is done 
with every other religious denomina- 
tlon, and what will be the result? Will 
it not as certainly lead to the establish 
ment of polygamy asa part of the sys- 
tem of Mormon religion as that the 
Christian syatem will lead to faith in 
Christ? Inxiatians accept Obrist as 
their Prophet; what he said is a part of 
their religion. Mormons accept Joseph 
Smith as their prophet; what he said is 
a part of their religion. Does not the 
system of Mormon religion clearly 
show that polygamous marriages were 
revyenled to boner Bmith as their pro-

STATE OF DESERET, 


ORDINANCE, 


We, the people of the Territory of 


Utah, do ordain as follows, and this or- 
dinance shall be irrevocable without 
the consent of the United States and 
the people of the State of Deseret, 
First—That we adopt the constitu- 
hon of the United States, 
Second—That there shall be in this 

State neither slavery, nor mvoluatary 
servitude otherwise than in the pun- 
ishment of crimes whereof the party 
shall have been duly gonvioted,

n pemon or property on acoount of his 
or her mode of rehgious worship. 

Fourth—That the people inhabiting 
said Territory do agree and declare 
that they forever disclaim all right and 
title to the umapproptiated public 
lands lying within said Territory, and 
that the same a remain at 
the sale and entire disposition of the 
United States; and that lands belong- 
ing to citizens of the United States re- 
siding without the said State shall 
never be taxed -higher than the Jand 
belonging to residenta thereof, and 
that no taxes shall be imposed by said 
State on lands or property therein, be- 
longing to, or which may hereafter be 
purchased by, the United States. 

Fifth—That such terms, if any, as 
may be prescribed by congress as 
a condition of the admission of 
the said State into the Union, 
shall, if ratified by a majority yote oF 
the people thereof, at such time an

Lotter from Hon. Wm Xf Wooper. 


The following is a copy of a letter address 
sed to tbe Territorial Committees, Judis 
ciary and Appropriation Committees of the 
two Houses of Congress, by Hon. Mr, 
Hooper, Delegate in Congress from Utah: 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., Jan, 30, 1872. 

Sir, As the representative ofthe people of 
Utah? Territory, itis my duty to submit to 
vou a brief response to the letter of Gao. O 
Bates, Esq., United Statea District Attor- 
ney thereof, laid before you on the 25th of 
January, auder date of the 22nd instant. 
And on the statement contained in that 
letter I feel confident you will find a per- 
fect vindication for the course the Legisla- 
tive Council of Utah has hitherto pursued, 
and will probably continue to pursue. It 
appears from the records of the courts of 

, 28. stated in the letter of said United 
States District Attorney Bates: Firat. That 
the Territorial court there has decided 
“that in criminal cases, from which there 
18 nO appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, it was a United Statea Court, 
that all ita grand and petit jurors must be, 
and bad been, drawn as United States 
Jurors, under the acts of Congress, in viola- 
tion of the laws of Utab; that the United 
States Marshal, as such, must serye all pro- 
cess, civil and criminal, issued therefrom, 
and from the district courts of the Terri- 
tory; that the United States District Attor- 
ney must prosecute all criminal cases pen- 
ding in said Territory, such as murder, 
assault with intent to kill, felonies, & ,"" 
and that the Territorial Attorney General 
and the Territorial Marshal, appomted 
under the laws of Utah, had no lawful right 
toappear in and act as auchiui the Territo- 
rial courts, thus by judicial legislation, 
converting the Territorial court into a Fed- 
eral court; and thereby, at the same time, 
ousting the Territorial officers, elected ac~ 
cording to Territorial laws, from the du- 
ties of prosecuting crime against them. 

If such be the law, then why should the 
Terntorial Council be asked to appropriate 
the moneys of the Territory and tax our 
people to pay the expenses of a United 

States court, engaged with their United 
‘Atatoa Marshal and District Attorney in 
~ the proseontion of crimes against the Taws 
. of the United States? Surely, the United 
States does not expect the Territories to 
maintain their judiciary or to enforce their 
laws. But in truth and in fact, these de- 
cisions are in violation of the law as estab- 
dished, by the rulings of the Territorial 
-courta and Agpreme Court of the United 
States, since the very first Territory was 
. organized under the government. In the 
ist Iowa Reporim, (Morris) page 228, (Doos 
little vs, Harrington et al.) a case familiar 
to all, the Supreme Court of Iowa said: 
“Counsel seem to be under a misapprehen- 
Bion as to the true nature of our (Territox 
rial) district courts -Unader nocircamatgn- 
ces ara they, properly speaking, district 
courts of the United States, ‘They are 
merely Territorial courts, having the pow- 
ers of district and circuit courts of the 
United States; but when adjudicating on 
the laws of Congress, their character and 
title do not change. Congress bas some- 
limes vested, for certain purposes, State 
courts with Federal powers to a limited 
extent. That did not in the least deprive 
them of their character as State courts.” 
We are in a similar predicament, 

Again, in the 12th Howard, Supreme 
Court United States reports, Page 1, Miners’ 
Bank, Dubuque vs. State of Iowa, where 
the charter of that bank, passed by a Terri- 
‘torial Legislature, has been repealed, and 
that august tribunalsays: ‘To regard the 
Bank of Dubuque as we are urged to do by 

_ theargament of the plaintiff in error, would’ 
constitute it rather as a bank of the United 
States, situated withoat the United States, 
and operating within tho Territory of Wis- 
consin, now the State of Iowa.” 

Again, in the 3d United States Attorney 
General’s Oplaion, page 40, itis said, “That 
Territorial judges are not eyen judges un- 
der the Constitution, but are the mere croa- 
tives of legislation.” And in ist Appeals 
United States Reports, American Insura 
ancé Company vs, Cantor ef al. the Su- 
preme Court of the United States say: 

‘These Territorial courts are not constitu- 
tional courts, on which the judicial power 
conferred by the Constitution can be cons 
erred, ioy aro merely legislatíve courts 
created in virtue of the general rigita of 
sovereignty.” 

If this be the law of the United States, 
then the whole course of the Territorial 
Supreme Court of Utah is im violation of 
law, and why should the Legislature of 
Utah vote the money of our people to aid it 
in its jadicial usurpations? 

Again: It appears that tho Territorial 
courts of Utah have, through one R, N, 
Bashin, Esq., appointed by them as United 
States District Attorney ad inverim, found 
some thirty indictments, aud lave cons 
signed to Camp Douglas ag prisoners some 
twenty of our people, and we are asked to 
appropriate the money to pay their expen- 
B63. herefore; By soction one of the act 
of 3d March, 1863, “circuit courts of the 
United States, in the seversl States, may 
appoint United States District Attorneys 
in case of the absence, death, or sickness 
of the District Attorney, who shall serve 
until the appointment of a successor by the 
President and qualification of the ap- 
pointes, but this confers no power on Ter-

rito: ial courts to make such appolatments, 
and this man Baskin hus no nro right to 
enter the grand jury room, or act with the 
graud jury, than any other Jay man, and if 
Tam corriéily adyised by eminent author- 
ity, all these indictments are null and youd 
for this reason. Shall the Legislature of 
Utah vote its money to pay for such judi- 
ois} usurpation? Once more: It appears 
from the Statement of District Attorney 
Bates, that the grand jury was drawn, last 
September by the United States Marshal, 
on his own selection, and in utter violation 
of our Territorial statutes, by whom all 
these indictments are presented for crimes, 
many of whioh are charged to have been 
committed, if at all, nearly twenty years 
ago on.the evidence of a confessed murdor- 
er of mora than a dozen people, which in- 
dictments were preferred by Mr, Baskin, 
acting vithout authority, and ought we 
to pay the expenses of such prosecu- 
tions? You must answer. Finally: It 
appears from tbe letter of Mr. Bates, tbat 
no prosecution fer polygamy, under the 
act of March 3, "3862, hes ever been 
brought againat our people; but they are 
charged with lewd and laacivious cohabit- 
ation, under the Utah statute, with wives 
other than the first one, and our Legisla 
ture is asked to pay the expenses of the 
United States courts, a United States Mar- 
shal, United States District Attorney, 
witnesses, jurors, &c., to prosecute thom- 
selves under a siatute which we adopted 
to punish an offence utterly foreign to 
polygamy Was there ever a greater 
judicial absurdity? Inu conclusion, I have 
uy to say that the people of Utah are 
willing to submit themselves to the laws 
of the United States, enforced according to 
law, but they sce no reason why thoy 
should pay the expenses thereof. Nay, 
more They will, through the Territorial 
courts and Ter:2tomad maiahals and attor- 
ney ganerals, enforce to the best of their 
ability the Territorial laws forthe punish- 
ment of murder, assault with deadly wea- 
pons, and all other crimes, and will cheer- 
fally vote to pay all the expenses of courts 
which seek to enforce law, according to 
law; but when asked to contribute their 
means to trample on all law, under the 
forms of law, they will refuse to do so. 

As the Utah Legislature have had no 
Meeting since these most extraordinary 
decisions were made until the present 
month, they have had no opportunity to 
decide on the momentous questions in- 
volved, but I will pledge myself for them, 
that they will cheerfully tax thémselyes 
and the people of Utah to maintain, uphold, 
and defend all the Territorial laws, nota 
withstanding tho charges made by the 
District Attorney, who has had no fair 
opportunity to fully understand the true 
situation of affairs in Utah, only as he has 
gathered them from the most inimical to 
our people, the- pioneers of that country. 
As it is manifest that all these legal pro- 
cocdings pinalo in the courts of Utah are 
for violation of Territorial laws only, and 
not the laws of Congress, it is clear thatyou 
can make no sppropriation to pay these 
expenses, unless in the defiance of all pro-

Bluffs, Iowa, and in 1852 emigrated to Utah. 

In Apri}, 156, be .was called to goto Carsun 
with the Mission appointed to settle that 
country, where he remained until he was called 
home in 1857. In April, 1870, he was appointed 
a mission to England, In the fall of that year 
he was requested to return home by President 
B, Young, for fear that the hardships to which 
the Elders are frequentiy subject when on 
mipsions, would be more than bis strength 
would justify. 

He was ordained a member of the Sixth Quo- 
yum of Seventies in April, 953, was ordained a 
High Priest, March 8l, 1867, from which time 
until his death he was associate 1 with Bishop

; COPENHAGEN, Dec, 23, shh, 
Pres, A. Carrington: ‘ 


Dear Brother—I¢ affords me much 
ploasure to be able to inform you that 
during the past year the Lord has pros- 
pered the labors of his servants so much 
that 1021 souls have been baptized; and 
that fn spite of the opposition the good 
cause atl continues its onward 
course, 

Daring the year a few more haye 
been baptized in Sweden than in Den- 
mark, though in proportion to the in- 
habitants the latter country still yrelda 
the largest per cent. Denmark has 
been missionarled go thoroughly that 
there is hardly a house which has not 
been viaited by a servant of God; in 
Sweden the people are scattered over a 
many times larger territory and it 
takes much longer time to make them 
àB well acquainted with our principles 
as here. 

In Norway the progress of the work 
has algo been gratifying. Thereis the 
only place where our brethren suffer 
any persecution—lately, some more of 
them have been imprisoned for &d- 
ministering the ordinances of the gos- 


el. 

Pethe trial of President Young has 
created quite a stir among the people, 
and the preas is busy on the ‘Mormon 
Question.” It had considerable to ssy 
during the time it was rumored that 
President Young had fied, but the ‘last 
news was about in this strain— Alas! 
the rumor is not confirmed, ete”? It 
treats the question in a very unfair 
manner and copies the lowest and most 
filthy lies from the English papers, lies 
exposed long ago, but they go down 
very well a second time, 

The last dodge our enemies have ra- 
sorted to is to hint that we can not 
claim protection under the Danish 
“Grundlov” (constitution). The other 
day one of the leading papers bad an 
article in which it had copied some of. 
the editorial remarks from the Sterne, 
in defenso of polygamy. Ontheseit rea-- 
sons in this wise—Polygamy is punisb- 
able under the law with imprisonment 

from two to six years. The Mormons 
defend ıt and teach polygamy as & 
correct principle; congsquently they 
fesch something that is contrary ta lav, 
which is the basis of public order; 
heno2 they can not claim protection 
under the “Grundlov,” as that grants 
freedom to the citizens to unite in con- 
gtegatrons to worship according to their 
own desire, with the express provision 
that nothing be taught that ia contrary 
to morality and good order.” I think 
this has only been thrown out as a 
feeler; but still tt shows the way the 
current lowa 

I hada very nice visit to Aarhuus, 
Aalborg, Skaane and Odense to attend 
Conference meetings. We appointed a 
good many young elders to work as 
missionarfes during the winter. We 
are determined that the peoplé shall 
not have the excuse of not having 
heard the gospel. In Aarhuus Bro, O. 
Madson has bronght several of the 
better classes into the Church, and is 
doing finely. In Aalborg, notwith- 
standing the rich harvest of former 
ears, the work is still progressing, 

ittle Jensen isa zealous young man. 
In Skaane, Bro, Dehiin has quite an 
effective force of nearly a score young 
elders inthe field. He has himself been 
quite low with the small-pox, but is 
now, thanks to kind providence, con- 
siderably better and we hops he will 
stand it, Bro. N. P. Peteraen, an in- 
telligent young native elder, has been 
appointed as president there. Stocka 
holm is in a fine condition under the 
able administration of E. Petersen. 
Bro. Gruo is performing a good jwork 
in Jonkoping. Bro. Weiby at Obris- 
tiania ia a man in the fright place, In 
Copenhagen Conference, Bro. P, Mad- 
sen and a good number of elders are 
trying {to wake the people out of their 

lethargy, which is indeed a Herculean 
task, the people seem so drowsy and in» 
different on religious matters, Our 
meetings here in the city are being 
advertized extensively in the papers, 
which they are kind enough to do for 
nothing. 

Bro, Soderborg arrived here on the 
4th inst, feeling well and hearty. He 
has gone to Gotaborg, where I have 
appointed him a mission at present,

But, notwithstand- 
ing this general readiness, affairs have 
been at a dead-lock for weeks and 
months. The consequence is that the 
inflaence of these proceedings i3 seri- 
ously lessened if not wholly lost. The 
Mormon community are justified in 
thinking that the Government does not 
know what it 13 about, and possibly is 
auxious to retreat from the advanced 
position it has assumed, while the 
champiors of polygamy have had 
abundant time to muster and organiza 
their forces, and get ready for the attack 
when it does come. Demoralization 
has given way to discipline, and the 
Saints, male and female, are inapired 
with fresh courage to suffer the last ex- 
tremity of adverae fortune, rather than 
abandon the corner-stone of their 
social and religious creed 

Nor bas there been on the part of the 
Administration, or the Federal officiala 
in Utah, any decent explanation of 
this unmasterly and unwise mactivity, 
It bas been intimated that a lack of 
money was the cause, but such an ex- 
cuse ja ridiculous if falso, disgraceful if 
true. Surely the government of the 
United States would not instruet its 
agents to arrest distinguished persoua- 
gesand bring them before the har of 
justice without furnishing sufficient 
funds to pay expenses, Yet this 19 the 
only apology offered,so far a3 we are 
aware, fora shameful and ruinous in» 
action.

We meet together from time to time to 
speak, to benn and to reflect upon things 


pertaining to the kingdom of God, and the 
interests and happiness of humanity; to 
atrengthen, cheer, and instruct, to teach 
and be taught on things that pertain to our 
happiness and wellbeing, in time,and fu 
eternity. As a peoplé we differ in ver 

many respects from the world with whic 

we dre associated. Our ideas, reflections 
and belief with regard to Deity are different 
to those of the world; our ordinances also 
vary from those which are in existence 
araong the Christian world Wo have our 
reasons for this difference; they, perhaps 
haye theirg, We place God, his soryicean

The Mormon problem seems to bé 
constantly increasing in perplexity.

Be tt enacted, dc, That any person 
baying a husband or wife rine who 
shall marry ‘dnother petson, whether 
matried or aingle, in aterritory of the 
United States,or other place over which 
the United States have exclusive Juris- 
diction, * * * 
guilty of bigamy, and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding five hundred dolare and by 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
five years. 


THE MORMON TERRITORIAT, STATUTE, 


Something more than ten years prior 
to this act, on March 6, 1862, Brigham 
Young, at that time.the hueband of 
eight wives, and Governor of the Ter- 
ritory of Utah by the appointment of 
Millard Fillmore and the confirmation 
ofthe United States Senate, affixed his 
signature to a bill of the Territorial 

egislature of Utah, making it a law, 
which was entitled in part, “An act in 
Ypelation to Orimes and thelr Punish» 
ment,’ and under the sub-tithe of which 
.+Offenses. against Justice, Morality, 
and Decendy’’—are found the following 
sections: : 


“Seco. 81. Every person who com- 
míts the crime of adultery shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment uot exceeding 
twenty years, and not leas than three 
years,or by fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, and not Jess than 
three hundred dollars, or by both fine 
and Imprisonment, at the discretion of 
the court; and when the crime is com- 
mitted between parties any one of whom 
ig married, both are guilty of adultery 
and aball be punished aecordingly. No 
prosecution for adultery can be com- 
roenced except on the complaint of the 
huaband or wile. 


“Seo, 32, Lf any man or woman, not 
being married to each other, shall lewd- 
iy and lasciviously cohabit together, or 
if any man or woman, married or un- 
married, ie guilty of, open and gross 
Jewduess and designediy makes any 
open and indecent or obscene exposure 
of his or her person, or of the person of 
another, every such person so offending 
shall be punished by intprisonment not 
exceeding ten yeare, and not less than 
six montha, and fined not more than 
one thousand dollars, and not less than 
one hundred dollars, or both, at the 
discretion of the court,’? l 


The Legísliatiyo Assembly which 
passed these acts were all Mormons,and 
eaoh of the thirteen mernberas of the 
Upper House were in possession at that 
time of more than one wife, and of the 
Lower House all bat three members 
lygamiits. These three have 
since become polygamists, although 
believers in the Mormon faith before.

undertake to pay the expenses of the 
judicial procedure. Consequently the 
Territorial Legislature refused to make 
apy appropriations of money for the 
Territorial Courts, which had assumed 
to be exclusively Federal courts, The 
reault was, and is, that the United 
States Marsbal has inourred an cx- 
ense of some eighteen thousand dol- 
ars for the ordinary expenses of the 
courts aud the care of prisoners, and 
that the United States le utterly with» 
out funda to continuo the existing pros- 
ecutions against the leading Mormona, 
aud this, oo, while the Mormon leadera 
avail themselves of the best legal coun- 
sel the country affords, regardless of 
expense. The indictments themselves 
Tun as follqws: “The people of the 
United Staves for the Territory of 
Utah,” and end, ‘‘againat the statutes of 
the Territory of Utab,and the peace and 
dignity thereof,’ a legal process which, 
upon its very face, ta’merely a ‘proce.
